The different item, which 
has already been given the 
goahead’ by the city 
commission and HUD, is a 
new recreation building to 
he erected on a ten-acre plot 
of land the city intends to 
buy from the Belle Glade 
Housing Authority. 

(The commission gave the 
go-ahead Monday night to 
purchase the ten acres for 
$100,000 to be. paid in equal 
payments of $20,000- each, 
plus six per cent interest. 

The intere® had beens 
point of contention, with the 
city claiming the original 
agreement on time pay- 
ments didn't include any 
interest. The commission 
decided to go ahead and pay 
the interest during Monday 
night's session.

Sugar League studies 
water pollution in area 


A 48-foot specially built 
mobile trailer housing an 
environmental laboratory 
substation has been located 
at the Agricultural Research 
and Education Center here 
to take part in a $200,000 
water quality study “being 
performed for the Florida 
Sugar Cane League. 

The field lab will be used 
to check the findings of a 
total of eight sampling 
stations in various types of 


agricultural area drainage 
ditches. 
Of the eight sampling 


stations five will, be used to 
check the water flow, the 
water level as well ‘as 
ground water movement and 
seepage 

The remaining three 
stations «ill be suspended to 
and attache ~atwalks instal- 
led over drainage ditches, 
one each in sugar cane, 
vegetable and pasture land 
areas. 

These three stations will 
be considered intensive 
testing checkpoints, where 
samples of water will be 
taken to mearsure the water 
quality as well as the things 
checked at the other five 
stations. 

„The reason for the three 
intensive study sites being 
suspended from the cat 
walks, according to League 
Publie Information Officer 
Don Walsh, is that the 
environmental scientists 
don't want any misinforma 
tion which could come about 
as a result of checking close 
to the banks of the canals.

City to stop free 
grass mowing 


Free mowing of private property 
by city forces will be halted Oct. 1, 
the Belle Glade City Commission 
decided Monday night, and the city 
will begin enforcing an ordinance 
requiring owners to keep up their 
property or pay the city to do so, 

In the meantime, according to a 
motion made by Commissioner Tom 
Altman and adopted 4-1, with 
Commissioner Aubrey Farmer op- 
posing it, the owners of property the 
city is now mowing will be sent 
questionnaires to find if they want 
to pay the city to continue the 
service. 

Mowing the private lots with 
city equipment and personnel has 
been the subject of hot debate for 
several months, with Commissioners 
Altman and Ralph Kirk moving 
several times: to get the city 
completely out of the business. 

While he voted against the 
overall motion, the idea ‘to contact 
the landowners to see if they would 
willing pay the city a fee to cut their 
grass came as the result of a 
comment Farmer made. 

“Nobody has ever contacted the 
property owners,” Farmer said, “to 
see if they would pay for mowing 
their grass, I feel they would pay 
rather than let it grow up.” Farmer 
said he was opposed to “‘forcing this 
down their throats” and questioned 
the other commissioners what kind 
of ordinance they were going to 
pass. 

Altman commented the city 
already has an ordinance which 
requires property ‘owners to’ cut: 
their grass before it reaches 18 
inches high (City Attorney John 
Baker later said the ardinance 
stipulates 24 inches) and all he 
wanted was for the city to enforce 


its own ordinances, 

“I just know what's going to 
happen,” Farmer said. “The town’s 
going to be overrun with weeds and 
maidencane."" 

Farmer also said the property 
owners are paying taxes and that 
they were entitled to something 
other than, “police protection of a 
vacant lot,” 

Commissioner Ralph Kirk agreed 
the owners were paying property 
taxes but pointed out others were 
too. “Only 3 to 4 per cent of the 
property in town is being mowed 
and 100 per cent of the’ taxpayers 
are paying for it. That's not fair.” 

Mayor William Grear said he felt 
Farmer may have found the key to 
the problem in contacting the 
property owners to see if they would 
willingly agree to pay the city for 
the service. 

The discussion came as the 
result of a workshop session in 
which City Manager George 
Knoblock was directed to come up 
with a fee for cutting the grass. 

Knoblock told the commission 
Monday he felt the city should 
charge $10 as a minimum charge for 
any lot size. Another $10 would 
be added for each hour after the first 
with a half-hour being treated as a 
full hour. i 

The city manager stressed that 
this $10 per hour charge wouldn't 
represent any profit, that it would 
barely cover out-of-pocket expense 
and wouldn't cover the cost of 
replacement for new equipment. 

Public Works Director John 
Scottie said the city is currently 
mowing an estimated 165 acres of 
private property 22 times a year for 
a yearly expense of at least $17,470 
annually to the city.
